TORONTO (CP)—Mc- 
Clelland & Stewart Ltd., 
one of the last major Ca- 
nadian-owned book pub- 
lishing houses, is for sale. 


Jack McClelland, presidnt 
of the 63-year-old firm, told a 
mews conference today the 
company is $2 million in debt 
and the decision to sell is a 
“matter of economic neces- 
sity.” 

“Although, we have just 
completed the most profitable 
year in our history, we have 
reached the end of our ability 
to borrow money on a reason- 
able basis. 


“The firm is in no immedi- 
ate difficulty but my pcrsonal 
{nancial commitments on be- 
half of the firm are close to 
$2 milltion,” be said. “I don’t 
have that sort of money. 


AVOID FOREIGN SALE 

Mr. McClelland said it is 
“highly unlikely” the firm 
will be sold to foreign inter- 
ests, except as “a last 
resort.” 

“We are currently studying 
several Canadian possibili- 
ties,” he said. “We will, of 
course, consider offers from 
any responsible. source but 
this firm was not developed in 
order to be sold to foreign 
owners. 

“It would be a negation 
of my whole career and all 
that the firm stands for.’ 
Mr, McClelland seid he hopes: 
the firm could be sold for $1.5 
zniliion within two months. 

He said that although the 
firm is exploring several 
Canadian possibilities, he has 
received no Canadian offer so 
far, “and there has been no 
offer from the United States 
since. 1967." 

“PAINFUL BASIS’ 

Rather than sell outside 
Canada, he said, be would try 
to keep .operating “on .a 
peinful basis, and if that 
doesn’t work it wil] have to go 
foreign.”

Jack McClelland, presidnt 
of the 63-year-old firm, told a 
mews conference today the 
company is $2 million in debt 
and the decision to sell is a 
“matter. of economic neces- 
sity.” ' 

“Although we have just 
completed the most profitable 
year in our history, we have 
reached the end of our ability 
to borrow money on a reason- 
able basis. 

“The firm is in no immedi- 
ate difficulty but my personal 
financial commitments on be- 
half of the firm are close to 
32_ million,” he said. “I don’t 
have that sort of money.

Mr. McClelland said it is 
“highly unlikely” the firm 
will be sold to foreign inter- 
ests, except.as “a last 
resort.”
